Gas Tax Revenues Continue increase 


Gas tax revenues to Crawford County and the City of 
Grayling increased for the second quarter of 1983 compared 
to 1982 second quarter figures. 

Although gasoline consumption in the state declined, a 2 
cents gas tax increase boosted total revenues. : 

Crawford County received $211,653 in 1983 up from 
$198,616 in 1982. The City of Grayling received $11,984 up from 
$10,951. 

Neighboring counties Roscornmon and Otsego received 
$268,969, up from $249,519, and $263,028, up from $242,252 
respectively. 

Gaylord received $19,347, up from $17,760, and the village 
of Roscommon received $6,591, up from $6,050."

To Review MANG Troops 


During Aug. 6-20 at Camp Gray- 
ling the Michigan Army National 
Guard will go through intensive 
training designed to make the Guard 
more combat efficient and ready to 
react quickly to natural disasters, 
civil disturbances, and its ultimate 
mission of defending the nation. 

Units attending Annual Training 
1983 include the 46th Brigade con- 
sisting of infantry, armor, and field 
artillery units; the 46th Engineer 
Group; the 177th Military Police 
Group; and the 72nd Support 
Brigade within which ordinance, 
signal, maintenance, service and 
support, hospital, and aviation units 
function. 

During this year’s training, mem- 
bers of the 119th and 182nd Field Ar- 
tillery will train out of a base camp 
located in a Camp Grayling training 
area for the entirety of the two 


weeks. “Tent City’ the area in the 
west end of Camp Grayling will ac- 
comodate the entire 46th Engineer 
Group. Also roughing it this annual 
training will be the 3rd Battalion of 
the 126th Infantry in shelter halves 
at a designated training site near 
Lonesome Lake.

Deficit Closes Airport 
On Weekend; 2 Laid Off 


Grayling McNamara Airport — already 
running $20,000 in the red after six months 
this year — has been forced to close on week- 
ends and lay off two employees. 

Compounding this year’s problems is a 
$42,663 deficit accumulated during 1982. And 
despite laying off two employees and 
reducing hours at the airport, the deficit will 
likely grow the rest of the year. Crawford 
County Treasurer Joe Wakeley figures the 
airport will cost the county $76,000 this year — 
far above the $15,000 the county budgeted for 
airport operation. 

Currently the airport is supported through 
its own revenues and the county. A new trans- 
portation agreement will split the cost of air- 
port operation among the county (67.93 per- 
cent), township (23.3 percent) and city (8.77). 

A special meeting of the new transportation 
authority Thursday brought out the 
possibility of contracting the airport opera- 
tion out to an individual as at Roscommon 
County and West Branch airports. Two in- 
dividuals at the meeting, both recent 
graduates of Kirtland Community College’s 


aviation mechanic program, said they were — 


interested in operating the airport through a 
contract agreement.

At a state meeting con- 
cerning new unemployment laws they found 
out the county will have to pay the full unem- 
ployment costs for the two former airport 
employees up to 39 weeks — meaning expec- 
ted savings from the lay-offs will be greatly 
diminished. 

Complicating financial matters are an 
aging snowplow truck and jet fuel truck ex- 
pected to break down for the final time soon. 

The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners will look at possible solutions at 
their Tuesday, Aug. 9, regular meeting.

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Most Michigan citizens want 
tougher educational standards in 
public schools, according to a poll 
recently released at a meeting of the 
State Board of Education. 

The Poll was conducted by the 
board’s Project Outreach staff and 
surveyed a cross-section of 400 
Michigan adults by telephone 
during the last week of June. 

The interviewees were asked to 
respond te recommendations made 
in a report issued last April by tho 
National Commission on Excellence 
in Education. 

The report, entitled ‘‘A National 
at Risk: The Imperative for 
Educational Reform,’ suggested 
that the United States would fall 
béhind in economic competition 
with the rest of the industrialized 
world because of the inadequacy of 
American Schools, 

The commission made a number of 
recommendations including 
stronger high school graduation and 
curriculum requirements, seven 
hour school days and a 200-220 day 
school year, and more stringent 
teaching requirements, 

Primary financial and administra- 
tive responsibility for these changes 
were placed by the commission on 
state and local government. 

While most of those polled in 
Michigan generally approved of the 
job their local schools are already 
doing (47 percent, gave their schools 
an ‘‘A’’ or “‘B’’), a majority favored 
implementation of many ‘pf the 
commission’s recommendations. 

The poll indicates, for example, 
that most Michigan citizens (75 per- 
cent} support high school gradua- 
tion requirements mandated by the 
state. 

The interviewees also supported 
stronger curriculum in a number of 
subjects, especially mathematics (92 
percent favored a three-year require- 
ment).

A requirement of four years of 
English was favored by 88 percent, 
while 67 percent favored three years 
of science, 66 percent favored three 
years of social studies and 60 per- 
cent a two year foreign language 
requirement for college bound 
students. 

Requiring one half year of com- 
puter science was favored by 86 per- 
cent. Reading and math tests to be 
given before high school graduation 
were favored by 97 percent. 

The controversial ‘‘merit pay”’ 
proposal was approved by 76 per- 
cent of those polled; 97 percent 
believed teachers should be required 
to demonstrate competence in the 
subjects they teach and 87 percent 
believed persons preparing to teach 
should meet higher standards; 56 
percent said there should be pay in- 
creases for teachers. 

Concerning the financing of 
educational improvements, 25 per- 
cent believed they should be 
federally funded, 21 percent said 
state funded, 18 percent said locally 
funded, and 25 percent thought the 
burden should be shared equally 
among the three; figures which in- 
dicate that half of the Michigan 
public disagrees with the com- 
mission’s belief that state and local 
government should take full respon- 
sibility. 

State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Phillip Runkel said the 
financing of education should be 
shared by federal, state and local 
governments. 

He also said he believed that the 
public would support higher taxes to 
implement improvements. 

According to the poll, 47 percent 
of the people in Michigan would be 
willing to pay $200 per year more in 
taxes for the improvements; 17 per- 
cent gave conditional support to the 
question and 32 percent said no.

SYNOPSIS 
June 14, 1983 Meeting 

The June 14, 1983 meeting of the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners came to order at 9:35 a.m. with all com- 
missioners present, but Miller. Thirteen visitors also attended at 
various times throughout the day. 

The minutes of 5/26/83 were accepted with minor amend- 
ments, after which 38 pieces of correspondence were acknow- 
ledged and reviewed. Arnong these: 

* A request from Undersheriff Ruddy to allow Milltown exhibits 
on the Courthouse parking lot received no objection, provided 
the blacktop would not bs damaged by excessive weight. 

© A $2,000.00 grant was received for equipment for the Marine 
Safety Program. 

e A June 22nd meeting was scheduled to review the Manpower 
Consortium’s Staff Utilization Analysis for the County, 

e A report was given on the financial status of Hanson Hills and 
the Grayling Recreation Authority. The Authority will schedule 
a meeting with the four governmental units involved to further 
discuss the future of the ski park, and recreation in the county. 

e A motion was passed to request Blue Cross-Blue Shield to 
schedule future hearings on policy revisions in the Grayling area 
so that Northern Lower Michigan residents can participate. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS included: 

FINANCE: General Fund vouchers totaling $54,534.32, 
Fish Hatchery vouchers of $252.25 and Airport bills totaling 
$728.48 were approved. Commissioner’s salary, per diem and 
expenses were approved respectively as follows: Kitchen: 
$200.00, $230.00 and none. Harland: $150.60, $330.00 and 
$89.98. Neilson: $150.00, $150.00 and $59.84, Mattis: $150.00, 
$230.00 and $155.76. Welser: $150.00, $140.00 and $2.64. Joyce: 
$150.00, $180.00 and $53.02. The Civil Defense Director’s salary 
was withheld pending search of the contract with the County, 
and a review of the County’s Civil Defense Plan update. 

MENTAL HEALTH: Medicare programs were reviewed for 
improvement of services to participants, and more guidelines 
and hours are needed for the psychologist. Cadillac residents 
favor the Family Training Home concept, but object to its 
location. The last Audit Report of ‘North Central Mental Health 
has received many favorable comments from other Health Ser- 
vices. 

DEPT. OF SOCIAL SERVICES: Distribution of funds for 
emergency uses must be organized. Refrigeration is a problem 
for the surplus food program. 

NEMSCA: Commissioner Harland asked to be removed as 
delegate to NEMSCA because its schedule conflicts with other 
responsibilities. 

MICH. NORTHERN COUNTIES: New changes in the 
Friend of the Court laws will be reviewed at the June 20th 
meeting. 

IDC: The committee is being re-designed. Next scheduled 
meeting is July 1$th in the City Council Chambers. 


ROADS & BRIDGES: Complaints were reviewed of large 


holes in county roads, which make it difficult for school bus 
routes. 

NEMCOG: The A-95 project review Clearinghouse Commit- 
tee background was reviewed. Lou Ann Taylor from Senator 
Binsfeld's office gave a resume on legislative happenings and the 
JOBS Program, The 1983 Annual Overall Economie Develop- 
ment Program Report was adopted. Rainbow Runaway Services 
program applications were recommended for funding. 
Correspondence between the NEMCOG A-95 Clearinghouse 
Committee and NEMSCA relative to high administrative costs 
agsociated with the program were reviewed. The MAC Legisla- 
tive Draft Platform was introduced and approved. Phase II of 
Court reorganization is dead for 1984, and possibly 1985. Grand 
Traverse County Sheriff is purusing a forensic unit to be 
established at Traverse City. A resolution will be drafted and 
considered in support of this action. MAC's tentative budget in 
the amount of $514,600.00 was presented. A word processor is 
under consideration. Mattis recommended that Commissioner 
Miller be considered for appointment to the Michigan Inventory 
Committee. Later information indicated that Commissioner 
Joyce was also interested in this appointment, There is con- 
fusion over the entity named as Service Delivery Area for the 


-eight county area. A PIC has been appointed for the third time. 


A resolution had been drafted and submitted to counties 
requesting support in naming NEMCOG as the applicant entity 
for designation as the Small Business Development Center. 
Power struggies and justification of positions remain a problem 
between NEMCOG, NEMSCA and the Manpower Consortium. 
Discussion held on the possibility of two area counties discon- 
tinuing NEMCOG membership. 

RESOLUTIONS: Adopted were Resolutions: 

* Designating Northeast Michigan Manpower Consortium as a 
Small Business Development Center. 

* Acknowledging NEMCOG’s 1983 Annual OEDP Report for 
Northeast Michigan, 

* Opposing the 1983 Supplementary Appropriation to the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. 

SHERIFF'S REPORT: The Inspection Report from the 
Department of Corrections was referred to Law Enforcement for 
review and recommendations, An inquiry: was made relative to 
alleged drag racing between two deputies. Discussion followed 
on the appropriate place to file reports, witnesses filing com- 
plaints, harrassment, and the age of officers. The matter was 
referred to the Sheriff Department. 

TREASURER’S REPORT: Funds have been received from 
Maple Forest Township to cover the Bradford Lake Drain Order. 

CLERK'S REPORT: The Clerk, and Deputies Moore and 
Lowrie will be attending a seminar on June 23rd in Traverse City 
on new procedures under the Friend of the Court Act. Prices of 
$138.00 to $176.00 have been obtained on a gas powered grass 
whip. The County has since been gifted an electric whip. Trout 
Unlimited will be presenting a picture of “Fishing on the 
AuSable”’ to the Commissioners on June 15th. Township partict- 
pation on the relocation of the antenna was discussed, and 
statements will be issued to South Branch, Lovells, and Beaver 
Creek Townships, 

ADDRESSING THE BOARD: 

* Col. [van Gwilt, Commander at Camp Grayling, discussed the 
Environmental Assessment Report relative to the two buildings 
being constructed at the Camp. Gwilt also informed Com- 
missioners of the method of disposition of hazardous wastes, the 
name of the commercial hauler awarded the waste disposal bid 
and the distribution ratio of shared expenses at the airfield. In 
addition, many questions related to policy and environmental 
concerns were answered, 

* Commissioner Joyce presented a slide presentation on the 
Land Use Inventory Mapping Project recently completed 
through grants to the County. 

° Bill Kane, Architect, reviewed the Jail Study Plan. Remodeling 
to comply with Dept. of Corrections standards would cost 
$805,000.00, compared to a new facility priced at $1,700,000.00. 

¢ Gary O’Berski, C.P.A. and staff reviewed in detail the General 
and Revolving Fund Audit as of December 31, 1982. The Audit 
Report was accepted as presented. 

* Bob Smock, Fish Hatchery Committee Chairman, presented a 
project update. Over 3900 people visited the site in the first 13 
days of operation; and gate donations and vending machine sales 
have generated over $800.00. More grants are being sought, and 
the need for contractual services for security and sales tax will 
be requested from the Prosecutor. 

IN OTHER BUSINESS: 
* The Prosecutor was authorized to purchase a business reply 
permit for subpeona post cards at a cost of $40.00, 
# Mail-O-Grams were ordered sent to House and Senate Budget 
Committees, urging an $800 million increase in General Revenue 
Sharing for local governments, 
e The Chairperson was authorized to contact Senator Riegle to 
request that he support HR 1213 as reported from committee. 
* Elizabeth Wieland and Randy Thompson were appointed 
County Representatives to the Grayling Recreation Authority. 
¢ Commissioners were reminded of the MAC Conference in 
August, where Commissioner Mattis will be running for election 
to the MAC Board of Directors from Region 2.

There’s a new wrinkle in 
telephone Calling Card 
fraud, according to John 
Russell, Genera!

Russell said one victim

Perhaps the 
case of the helpful local 
National Guardsmen who 
spent the better part of a day 
cleaning up the rubble from 
the event might also be a 
good example of the 
cooperation. 

The senior citizens waded 
in to make this a successful 
affair as did many clubs, 
civic groups and committees 
not directly attached to the 
festival. 

To attract visitors to this 
fine community demands 
the cooperation of virtually 
every local resident. That 
spirit was never more plain 
than during the 1983 
Milltown Festival where 
citizens dressed up in the 
logging era costumes and 
showed the guests that Gray- 
ling and Crawford County 
can “‘roll out the red car- 
pet.” 

It was a pleasure for us to 
take part in the excellent 
program and we believe the 
quality of life here was ad- 
vanced by the cooperative 
spirit shown.

viding around-the-clock 
capability. 

An intensive training pro- 
gram has been developed 
and is being implemented 
throughout all military ac- 
tivities. A tremendous sense 
of urgency is being place on 
night training both aided and 
unaided utilizing available 
light. Unaided night flying is 
conducted with the naked 
eye, using special techniques 
for adapting to the dark. 
Aided night flying is with the 
use of Night Vision Goggles 
(NVG’s), which amplifies 
available light to better 
enhance the aviator’s ability 
to see, 

A very concerted effort 
has been made in the past 
few years in the develop- 
ment of Night Vision Gog- 
gles, the AN/PVS-5. Of all 
the senses used in flying, the 
eyes are the most important. 
¥lying requires a keen sense 
of depth perception for land- 
ings and take offs and an ex- 
cellent visual acuity for 
identifying terrain features 
and obstacles which lie 
along the flightpath. During 
the day the aviator can 
easily perceive visual cues 
but at night it is very dif- 
ficult and the aviator must 
train himseif intensely. 

The physical limitations to 
night vision are always 
present but the critical 
limitation is the untrained 
aviator. An aviator with an 
average night vision capa- 
bility who knows and is 
trained in night vision tech- 
niques is far better off than 
an aviator with superior 
night vision who hasn’t been 
trained “how to see,” 

Through training the 
aviator learns dark adap- 
the eyes increase sensitivity 
to low levels of illumination. 
Optimum night visual acuity 
approaches its maximum 
level in approximately 30 to 
45 minutes under minimal 
lighting conditions.
